After the Senator's speech, according to OIOHDANO, 
KENNEDY departed the stage area by walking t o .the rear, 
through a hallway and into the kitchen. KEHKEDf was naking 
/ his way toward the Colonial Room and planned to talk with 
the ”pencll»press. ** GIORDANO said he, GIORDANO, was Just 
leaving the ballroom and heard balloons breaking. He was 
told KENNED! had been shot. He hastened to the area and 
observed the Senator lying on the kitchen floor. About this 
time, he saw ROSIE GRIER, a professional football pl^er, 
holding an individual with a gun. 

GIORDANO took up a position at the Senator's 
side and assured him he would be alright end to rcmiain 
quiet. Vhen an ice pack arrived he held it ta the Senator’s 
head, and recalls seeing VILIIA!{ BARHf taking, off hie coat 
and placing it under the Senator's head. He stated when 
the ambulance arrived, he accompanied BARR! and the others 
to the hospital. 

OIOHDANO related that he does not recall seeing 
SIRRAN SliMAN In the area prior to the shooting.

Until recently, he was a freelance photographer 
for the Copley Kews Service. In that capacity, for about 
four weeks prior to ^he aasassination of the late Senator 
ROBERT F. KETINEDY, he had covered the Senator's activities 
in the Los Angeles area* 'At about 7:00 the night of the 
1963 California Primary (June A, I 968 ) he went to the Embassy 
Room of the Ambassador Hotels Los Angeles, where he remained 
for^ approximately fifteen minutes and then went up- 
stairs to the KENNEDY rooms on the fifth’ floor where he 
stayed until about midnight when Senator KENNEDY and his 
party went downstairs to the Embassy Room. PREED did not 
accompany them but used the stairs to reach the Embassy 
Roou. About twenty five feet outside of the Embassy 

Rool:, he became involved in an altercation with another 
photographer during which time his camera was damaged. In 
order to get out of. the crowd, he went to the kitchen area 
of the Ambassador Hotel to try to fix his camera. Be was 
still in the kitchen area when Senator KENNEDY, who had 
finished his appearance in the Embassy Room, entered the 
ki tch en through the main door to the kitchen. At the time, 
FREED was located at a rovj of tables In the corridor. The 
Senator shook hands with niuierous people on entering the 
area* The Senator was within six to eight feet of 
FREED vfhen the latter let his gase drop towards the floor 
and at that moment FREED heard noises which sounded to him 
like firecrackers going off. He then looked up and saw a 
man shooting a gun. Some people were trying to grab the 
Individual while others were "hitting the floor". The man 
who was doing the shooting subsequently was i den tified as 
SIRHAN SXRHAN. SIRHAN was the only person FREED saw shooting. 
FREED did not see Senator KENNEDY hit by gunfire or sep him 
fall to the floor, but he did subsequently observe the 
Senator lying on the floor and thoughthe, the Senator, was 
dead. There was much shouting at this time, and FREED did 
not hear any particular conversation. The man who was 
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ED GUTHMAN, ^‘los Angeles Times,® delly newspigperj 
advised that he mas one of the officials mho had arranged for 
news coverage of Senator ROBERT KENHEDY*s appearance at t he 
Ambassador Hotel, Los Angeles, on June 4 and 198 S. ODTBIttH - 
stated that he was at the Ambassador Hotel the night of the 
assassination of Senator ROBERT F. KENNEDY, having dropped 1>jr 
to congratulate Senator KENNEDY on his priiaary victory* 

CrUTKliAN advised he had not observed SIRBAK SZRHAR 
prior to the assassination in the early morning hours of June 5* 
1950. He had observed no auspicious activity in the hotel 
prl^r to the eBBassinatlon.

At the time of the shooting of Senator KENNEDY 
he was In the temporary press headquarters located in the 
Colonial Room of the Ambaeaador Hotel in Los Angeles, California.

Senator KENNEDY'S victory speech was watched hy 
Mr. KERBERS and other members of the press corps on a 
television set in the Colonial Room. About the time 
Senator KENNEDY was giving his speech th^ were notified 
the Senator would come to the press room for a news 
conference for the "writing press". It had been understood 
during the evening of June 4, 19^8# that the Senator would 
appear before the press, however, the exact time was not 
known until the election trend had been firmly established. 
Approximately five minutes before the shooting, they were 
notified the Senator would be there shortly* 

Mr. H2RBERS stated there were probably between six 
hundred and a thousand people In the Bnbassy Room wher e t he 
victory speech was given. Because of the crowd, KENNEDY 
staff workers end the members of the press were using the 
kitchen area as a corridor between the Embassy Room and the 
Colonial Room. 

While still working In the press room (Colonial 
Room), HERBERS heard gun shots in the kitchen area. At the time 
they sounded like firecrackers, however, he rushed Into the 
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kitchen area vhere the shots caae from an4 described the 
scene as **utter chaos*'. By vorklng his vay forward be 
observed BILL BAKKY near the end of the vazning counters 
struggling with someone* 'He also aaw.BOSIE GKIER and 
RAPER JOKSSOK struggling vith the same person. 

/ Hr. BERBERS then saw SIRHAN SIRHAN for the first 

time, and described him as having dark hair and an olive

blood. QUINN got up on a serving table and stayed there until 
Senator K J4NJDY was removed from the room.

.the press, awaiting the arrival of Senator KENNEOT. Senator 
was supposed to come to the press room after he had 
addressed a group of his supporters. T URHE R and the other 
nemhers of the press were observing KEKITEEY on clOBed-eircut SV. 

TUFSIER said he was covering the MAX RAPPERTST 
senatorial campaign and had gone over to Senator KERNEIV'e 
, press room while thihgs were slow at RAPPEJOY's press head> 
quarters. After arriving in KENKEDf‘s press room, LICK 
DRAYMS, lEiniEDY's press representative, told the group that 
KEinrSDY would be coming to the press room. LRAYNE explained 
to them that there was such a large crowd in the other room 
that it would be best if jCENNEIY came to them. TCRHER said 
he was not aware of the names of the rooms at the Ambassador 
Hotel. 



As they were observing KENIIEDY leave the room by 
way of TV after addressing his supporters, TURNER said be 
heard three shots which sounded like the pope of firecrackers. 
He ran dov;n the corridor and observed a struggle involving 
RARER JOHNSON and ROOSEVELT GRIER with a young man, whom he 
now knov.’s to be SIRHAN B. SXRHAH, Several other people were 
struggling with SIRHAN and holding him do;-m. TURNER said he 
continued on down the hall and obtained an open line on a 
telephone to his New York office. 



He went back dovm the hall where Senator KENNEDY 
lay and observed SIKiAH still being restrained on a table. 

He also observed Los Angeles Police Departments officers arrive 
and saw SIRHAN being led off. GRIER was restraining bystanders 
from hurting SIRHAN. 



TURNER said he had never seen SIRHAN before this 
time. He said he was a personal friend of Senator KENNEDY 
end for this reason was n ot co vering hi s eamnslRn. He 
identified LISA URCO,

BRAND advleed that ehc had been employed ee • '' - 

Kennedy Girl in order to work for Senator ROBEOT F* JffiBKBDJ 
in hl8 eeeklng the Fresidentlal nsmlnatlon. On June X9 d6^ 

BRAN^ eta ted that she was at the AmbaBsador Hotel in Lot 
Angeles, and wae making preparations to leave the hotel when 
she stopped to shake hands with ALAN CRANSTON, the Demoraetlc 
candidate for Gnited'States Senate, when someone rushed f«st . 

her shouting, "KENNEDY has been shot." She stated that she 
was not close to the actual assaesinatlon and did not see 
any of the occur renoee at that time. She said that eventually 
af^er the people were allowed to leave the hotel, she was taken 
to her home by a girlfriend. 



BRAND stated that prior to the a68aasiiatio&, she 
was waiting, along with a large group of people, for the 
Senator to come down from his room and make his victory speech. 
She stated that sh^ along with several other Kennedy Girls, 
were lined up along a doorway corridor when she noticed an 
Individual take up a position directly In front of her* She 
said she toade a comment to an NBC newsman who was standing close 
to her, "look at this"* She stated she made this statement 
because the Kennedy Girls had been given rather preferential 
treatment and were allowed to assume position In front of the 
crowd, BRAND stated that the newsman then asked this individual 
to move and the individual replied, "This won't take long* 

Bi^ND said that this individual left a short tine thereafter 
and she did not pay any attention to where he went* She said 
that she described this Individual as being of possible foreign 
extraction with dark trousers, light blue shirt and having 
bushy hair. She said that she could not say with any degree of 
certainty that this individual was identical with SIRHAH SIRHAN, 
but that she had noticed some characteristics of this individual 
as being similar to the description of SIRHAN* 
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DAKICL JOHN CURTIN, M|||BB[H||^treet, Jersey Cityf 
Hew Jersey, was Interviewed and ruimsaea the following Infor- 
mation; 

CURTIN advised that in June 19 68^ h e was a full-time 
Btudentr, nsJorinK -In 



gererr caxxxorni 

c^iiAa Primary. Hs was a aupporter and work- 
er in the campaign of Senator ROBIRT F« 3CJNK1CV. On election 
day, June 4, 19^B, he was engaged during the greater part of 
the day in transporting voters to the polla. At approximately 
6:00 p.m. he went to the Ambassador Hotel to take part in a 
K!3Wjrnr victory party for the press and campaign workers* 

CURTIN stated that at twelve mldnl^t he was in the 
ballroom of the Ambassador Hotel, when Senator ICRNIXY delievered 
hlB victory speech. CURTIN eald that hie location during the • 
speech was to the right front of the podium approximately three 
feet from Senator KrKK:Jl]y. This location is as he was facing 
the podium. CURTIN said that Senator KlJPfJXiY'a apeeeh lasted 
approximately nine to ten minutes, and at the eonelueion nf 
the Epeech he (CURTIN) engaged in jubilant shouting with the 
rest of the individuals in the ballroom. 

CURTIN advlaed that at the aid of the apeeeh Senator 
KlRNJDf turned and proceeded throu^ the curtains at the rear 
of the podium into an anteroom. CURTIN stated that he then 
climbed over the podium and followed the crowd as it was surg- 
ing after Senator K'.R^!J£V. He stated that he was cau^t up in 
the movement of the crowd and proceeded throu^ the anteroom 
into a corridor and then turned right and proceeded toward the 
kitchen area. CURTIN stated that he did not actually see Sena- 
tor throughout the entire tine that the group was mov- 

ing through the anteroom into the corridor but cau^t inter- 
mittent glimpses of Senator 1C3JN.3Y through the moving crowd. 
CURTIN stated that the procession moved through swinging doors 
Into a pantry area, and at the time he was approximately 15 ' 

feet behind Senator CURTIN said that as he was about 
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follo^ied by two other loud reports in quiek sueeeeelon* CURTZN 
eald that he then jumped quickly through the ewinging doore 
and observed Senator falling to the floor In the pantry 

corridor. 



CURTIN stated that the cbowd of people iaroediotely 
b^lnd Srmator seemed to suddenly open, enabling hln 

to lunge to the side of Senator KQTOVOT as he fell to the floor. 
CURTIN stated that Senator K'^JNEDf fell to his right and threw 
his right am up in the air as If to grasp the rl^t aide of 
his head. 



CURTIN advleed that he was one of the very first. If 
not the first person, to reach Senator h. NN.Uf, and he immediate- 
ly handed Senator K."!^1PY a string of rosary beads. CURTIN 
and KZKNE0Y clutched the beads as CURTIN placed his lips near 
ear and began an Act of Contrition prayer. 

CURTIN stated that mass confusion In the area occur- 
red at this time, and he recalled hearing various Individuals 
around him screaming, and asking him If he was a priest. CURTIN 
stated that at this point, after being over Senator KJNN XY for 
approximately a minute, an unknown man helped him to his feet 
and told him that he had done all that could be done. This In- 
dividual helped CURTIN a few feet away and at this point Mra. 
JIHJL Kj 3INW and her sister had arrived at KlJJN.^'o side. 

CURTIN stated that it was at this time that he ob- 
served R0SI3 0RIi3l and several other individuals holding a per- 
son later determined to be SIRHAN SIRHAN.ln the area of the 
bins, several feet down the corridor from'KINN^Wr’e location. 
CURTIN stated that the surging crowd was screaming and trying 
to get to SIRHAN, but GRIJR and others were protecting S37UUN 
from the croud, and at the same time they were trying to sub- 
due him* 



CURTIN sai.d that he did not observe the shots being 
fired, and as he was leaning over Senator E NNIXY ap- , 

peared as if he was atartlng to aay something, but If anything*"^ 
was actually said, the noise of the crowd prevented CUmiN . 

from understanding it, . ■ 
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CUHTIN stated that during the next few minutes he 
MSB ih a state of near shock but recalls the press and television 
cononentators around him asking questions and folloNing him 
wherever he went m4ihe corridor.

At this time an Individual , who identified himself ms 
STU BLOCK, came to CUHTIK'e assistance and took him upstalra 
In the hotel away from the press and television coismentators. 
CUPfTXN stated that BLOCK told him that he was from San Diego 
and was a member of the K .NNiTDy staff. ^Jhile upstairs In the 
hotel, CURTIN was also assisted by STI.PH:n SMIOH, a Kawianf 
staff member.

California, phone numbeSElBBBS^ the following 
inforiGatlon with reapect to her knowledge of the eventa of 
1963, and June 1956, at the Anbassador 8otel« 
Los Angeles, where Senator ROBERT ?. KaGTSDf was shot. 



She stated that she was rot a supporter of Senator 
KENNEDY, however, she wanted to see hln in person and to 
witness the reported charisma and chann which he exudes. 

At ppproxlnately 11; 30 pm, on June 4, 1958, she went to the 
Ambassador Hotel with VERNON IHONPSOK, an NBC eleetronlos 
technician and they parked the ear at the rear of the 
Ambassador. Zhey went to the Ballroom located underneath 
the &nbassy Room In the hoi>es of seeing the Senator, but 
when he did not arrive by 11:43 pm, TOMPSON left to aee 
where he was and cane back and said that the Senator would be 
upstairs. THOMPSON told her that he had gone to the KBC 
truck, located outside the building, where he saw the 
Senator appear in the upstairs Ballroom on the televlalcm 
monitors located in the truck. They then went up the 
stairs leading to the Embassy Room and entered the Etabaasy 
Room, passing by a guard who did not challenge then. 



They took up a position approximately four people 
deep from the fi*ont of the platfozwj and Just to the Senator's 
right. Just before the Senator finished hie speech, s eordoD 
of men formed to the Senator's right, leading from the^ 
platform steps In the direction of the press area. She then 
went to the area at the bottom of the steps and stood 
directly behind an individual whom she described as being 
a white male, with a dark swarthy complexion, dressed in a 
blue v/ooiy sports coat, light blue shirt and light blue 
slacks. Tnls individual himself was part of the cordon. 

She tried to get through hxm, but he would not let her 
through; however, another large san was about to barge 
hXh' through. Wien this happened, she told the person In front 
of her "How come you didn't let me through when you Just 
let that person through", or words to that effect. Thera 
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, «ere iTvUvldualB Btanding on the platfom steps* One 
individual Kho vas standing on the second step, pushed aside 
the crepe- ^per Witti hie foot and ehe'aondered ahat - . 

he ’.?£E doing, but decided thet there Here 
perhaps some televasaon cables dov;n there. Be did this on 
two occasions, once approximately three mlnutee before 
the Senator finished his speech and the other tine dust a 
few seconds before the speech ended. 



^e Senator did not come throu^ the cordon of 
men which was established for him, but exited the Ballroom 
through some curtains to the rear Of the Ballroom. Moments 
later she heard four rapid and distinct cracks which aoianded 
like "firecrackers^. She then heard screams and shouts that 
the Senator had been shot, but she did not believe this 
until she aaw a young girl proceeding from the kitchen area 
with the look of stark terror in her eyes. She tried to 
go into the kitchen erjee rnd uas pushed into -• 

a corner by the crov/d I'hich exerted pressure 
from both dlrectlon& S^e heard a request for a doctor and 
then one young woman who said she was a nurse was able to 
get through. Since she, PARK, was also a nurse, ahe was 
also able to get in the kitchen passageviay where ahe observed 
three wounded men. One \res sitting in a chair with his 
chest area covered with blood and the nurse ^ who had 
proceeded her into the area, was applying an orange scarf 
to the area of the wound. Ihe second was a slender young 
man sitting in a chair with an ashen face. She did not 
observe any visible \>ound$* Hie third i«s a middle aged 
man who was bleeding extensively from the head and who was 
lying in a pool of blood on the floor. She attempted* to 
administer aid for him and asked the waiter where ahe could 
obtain a tray of lee. She obtelned ice Trom the Ice 
machine in the passageway, but as she was returning to the 
victim, aomeone took it from her and threw it away, saying* 

"What do we need that for", Hiere werv acreams In the area/^^.. 
and due to the confusion in the area, she panicked and - 
started to cry. She then heard aomeone say "We don^t . 

that, get her out of here". 
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She observed Senator KENNETY lying on the floor 
and one eye was open pllghtly nore than the other.* Be 
appeared conscious > tut she satt no blood on hln, ao aha 
assumed that he was all right. She returned in the kitchen 
area until the Senator tfas wheeled away by some ambulance 
attendants and then she returned to the main Ballroom where 
sl^e told everyone that the Senator was all right. 

She later returned to her parked car with 
ITiOKPSOK and they discussed seeing the Individual on the 
platform steps poking under the platform with hia shoe. 

5hey then went back to the Ballroom and observed the bracing 
under the steps was very narrow^ being epproximately ‘ ^*‘.1. 
one foot wide. 



She went with THOMPSON to the NBC Burbank Studios 
and stayed there until approximately 4:00 am. 



She stated that she telephonically contacted the 
Los Angeles Police Department and informed the department 
about what she had aeen in the Ballroom for whatever 
Bigniflcance It would have In their investigation. She 
was shown photographs of SlftHAN BISHARA SXBHAK taken following 
his apprehension and she advised that the individual who 
stood in front of her at the bottom of the platform steps 
in her opinion, is not identical to SIRHAK BISHAHA SIR!^. 

She stated that in a previous interview^ an officer of the 
Los Angeles police Department, had ehoTO her other photo- 
graphs of SIRHAK BXSHAR;\ SIRHAK, who was dressed up at the 
time, and she does not consider those photographs shown 
as being Identical to SIRH/iK BISHARA SXRHAK either. She 
also saw photographs of the brothers of SIRHAN BXSHARA SIRHAK* 
and she recalls that the photograph of ADSL SIRHAN Is a 
likeness, however, she does not feel that AlEL Is identical 
with the individual who was in front of her*

Fli£R advised that on the night of ^une 19^« 
he was at the Ambassador Hotel, Los Angeles, California,

FIlER stated that at the tine of the shooting, he 
was in another room some distance from the Embassy Rood, 
where Senator KEmTEPY was shot. Re advised that be could 
provide no information of value regarding the activities 
surrounding the shooting either prior to, during or 
after the assassination* 
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laCHABD JOm< FKICX.VHHKiBBiBBk 
adviced during the previous secester* he vas working for 
"Students for at the University of California at 

Santa Barbara. He advised as follows:

arriving at tos Angles about 10:00 p»m, axid vent to the 
Ambassador Hotel T He met a friend and obtained a Frees 
Pass so that he could go to .the Bnbassy Boo&i, but first 
he visited the KElv’lfEUy suite on the Fifth floor and talked 
briefly to Mrs. KENNEDY there. 3hen he vent dovnstalrs with 
the KEinJEUy party, and as he entered the Embassy Room, he 
and his girl friend, VAIEHIE SCHULTE, from Santa Barbara* 
were challenged by security guards. They would not let the 
girl into the room and also attecgpted to exclude several 
cameramen, but they finally let him through with the Fress 
Pass. During Senator KEIHfEjDY*s speech, he stoo d ab out 
twenty feet in front of the platform, and as KENKEDf exited 
from the platform, he attempted to follow him but could not 
get very close because of the crowd and the number of newssten 
who were pushing ahead of him. He did not see again 

until after the shooting. 



He vas about twenty or more feet behind the KENNEDY 
party in the corridor, when he heard what he thought 
were' either ©hots or the slaranlng of refrigerator doors In 
the kitchen. Kext, he heard soroeone 

shout to the effect that KENHEcy had been shot* and persons he 
believed to be KE^HiEDY aides were screaming for people to 
get out. There was much shoving as the crowd surged forward,' 
and he could see cameramen with television lights focusing 
on somebody on the floor. Hherc was complete confusion and 
Someone hit him in the left ribs. He saw Mr. SCHfiADE lying 
on the floor, and at this time there were about twenty-five 
or thirty persons in that area. 



He worked his way close to the left wall and got 
within a few feet of where the Senator was lying on the floor*

The Los Alleles Police Department (lAPD) had 
talked to SUE HARRIS, and she had furnished an add ress' bo61c 
of individuals who were connected with the KENNEDY caspalgn 
staff. 



HARRIS stated that she had a boy friend, HARVEY 
PEEPER, who had been In the Embassy Room at the time of the 
shooting and had statea to her that he had been really 
close to the shooting. She did not know whether EAKVEY 
PEPPER had been Interviewed In this matter by the FBI* 

She was of the opinion that the Police Department bad 
Interviewed Mr. PEPPER who lived in an apartment on Kings 
Road near Melrose Avenue In Los Angeles, telephone 63B-53o6* 
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He himself was not a volunteer for the Kennedy Conaiittea«^ 
however* he and his wife are good friends of JUDY ROYER and 
on the night of June 4, 1968, they went to the Ambassador Hotel . 
to await the results of the California primary election* dbey 
arrived at Approxim atel y 7*30 PM and* with the use of some blue 
passes which JUDY ROYER had obtained for them* they vent to Vbt 
Embassy Room of the hotel. 

KIASE and his wife spent most of the evening in the 
Embassy Room, but at approximately 11:00 WK he left the room 
to get some drlnKs. After leaving the room* the security 
guard at the main entrance refused to let him In because the 
room had become crowded. In an effort to reenter the room, he 
went through the kitchen area. At that time* he did not 
notice anyone in the kitchen. 



Upon reentering the Embassy Room* he went to the 
area where the ABC television cameras were set op to await t)ie 
arrival of Senator ROBERT F. KENNEDY.

While waiting In the vicinity of the televlslea 
cameras, a man^who was monitoring one of the doors adjacent 
to the podium on which Senator KENNEDY was to give his epeech* 
asked him if he would mind watching the door for a few minutes. 
KIASE consented to watch the door and while doing so he observed 
a man who was later identified to him as SIRHAN BISHARA SIRRAH 
attempting to pass through the door. As SIRHAN attempted to 
go through the door* KIASE tapped him on the shoulder and said 
that no one was allowed in! the area o^er than members of the 
ABC staff. At this point* SIRHAN turned around and went back 
into the central area of the Embassy Room. At the time KIASE 
observed him* he was wearing a light blue pullover shirt and 
blue wash trousers. SIRHAN did not have a Jacket on and 
KIASE observed that since the shirt and trousers were tl^t 
fitting It was unlikely that SIRHAN had a gun in his possession 
at this time. 
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Approximately one half hour after the incident 
involving SIBHAN, Senator K£KI 9 SDV arrived to give his victory 
speech. On the arrival of Senator KENNEDY^ one of the doors, 
which KLASE had previously been watching, was ope ned d irectly 
in front of him and he was unable to see Senator KENNEDY. 

After listening to the Senator for a few minutes^ he left the 
Bnibassy Room, passed through the Kitchen and went to the 
Colonial Room. While passing throu^ the area of the Kitchen^ 
he met JUDY ROYER and she accompanied him to the Colonial Room. 
Upon arrival at the Colonial Room, the:' watched the Senator on 
television for a few minutes and then decided to try to return 
to the Embassy Room by means of the kitchen area. 



As he and ROYER were walking through the kitchen> they 
saw the crowd moving towards the Colonial Room and realised 
that Senator KENNEDY had finished his speech and was now making 
bis way towards the Colonial Room by way of the kitchen area. 
Since they wanted to avoid the crowd surrounding Senator KENNEDY^ 
they both turned around and were making their way back towards 
the Colonial Room when KLASE heard several loud pops which 
sounded like firecrackers. At this points he was approximately 
30 feet from Sejoator KENNEDY and he could not actually see the 
Senator* However, he did see people pushing and struggling 
with someone. At this point, there was a great deal of shouting 
and someone yelled that the door should be watched tuvf 
no one be allowed to come in. KtASE went to the door of the 
Colonial Room and refused to allow anyone entrance into the 
kitchen area. After standing at the door to the Colonial Room 
for a few minutes, one of the security guards came by and XZASE 
asked him to Keep the people from coming into the kitchen area. 

He then attempted to go to the area where the shooting had 
occurred, but because of the crowd he was uivsble to see any of 
the injured people. 



While standing in the vicinity of the Colonial Room 
door> he observed officers of the Dos Angeles Rolire Department 
takl^ SIRHAN BI 5 HARA SIRHAN out of the area. At this pointy 
he unquestionably recogfilzed SXKIIAN ao ttie same eian that he Had 
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INNSARD MTiCKELL had attended the Senator ADSSlCr P. 
CENNOEIV canpalen party at the AnbaaBador Hotel on the owning ' 
of -June U, 1966 and the nornlng of June 19 ^6. She was in 
the Smbaesy Room at the time that Senator 1CENHED7 waa Bhot« 

She did not see the^shooting nor did she see SIKH AN SIRHAN and 
haa no recollection of seeing anyone resembling SIRHAN ‘5IHBAN* 
MITCHELL said that she had talked to a female who was in the 
Embassy Doom at the time of the shootlngj who had claimed that 
she had seen , a person she thought to be SIRHAK SIRHAN In the 
Gr&bassy Room prior to the shooting, but she did not know this 
person’s name and could not furnish a good description at thi» 
point except she wad a Caucasian.

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On the ni^ht of June 4, 196B, following the 
primary elections In the State of California » ORFALEA end m 
friend , PATRICK hX LAUGHLItl , went to the Anbassador Hotel in 
Lo$ Angeles, California, about 9:00 p.n. On that evening the 
Ambassador Kotel was the location of victory celebrations 
being held by the various successful candidates in the priinary 
elections* 

During the course of the evening, ORFAIXA and 
HC LAUGHLIN visited several of the different celebrations 
and were the recipients of a number of free drinks being 
offered* 

About 11:00 p.n, ORFALEA was in the Embassy Room 
of the Anbassador Hotel, which was the scene of the victory 
celebration of Senator ROBERT KEKMEDY. At that particular 
tine ORFALEA was alone and noticed a young man standing along 
the side of the room off to the right of the speaker's plat- 
form. This individual seemed out of place as he was dressed 
shabbily and appeared to be of foreign extraction, possibly 
Cubaut. He was probably about 22 to 24 years of sge, approxi- 
mately 5'S‘’ tall, had dark eyes, dark hair, and was of slight 
build. He was wearing a nylon-type jacket similar to a wind- 
breaker, but ORFALEA does not recall the color of the jacket. 
hC LAUGKLIN later joined ORFALEA tn the Erbassy Room; however, 
he did not see the individual referred to by ORFALEA. 

Sometime after Senator KE24KEDY had finished speaking, 
there was a commotion tn the room, and ORFALEA heard someone 
yell what he thoughtwas the wozhS 'fire”.

then went over to a room on the same floor where gshdidate 
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ALAK CRANSTOK was having a victory celebration. Upon 
entering this room they learned from conversation that aome* 
one had been shot. HC LAUGIiLlN suggested that they go over by 
the telephone booths^on the second floor as there would be 
reporters congregating in that area and they icight leam 
who had been shot. They vent to the telephone booths and 
talked to an unknown reporter who told them Senator 
had be..n shot. About this time a security officer » who was 
nqt a Los Angeles Police Officer, came by with a young boy 
who appeared to have his hands handcuffed behind his back. 

This boy was of foreign extraction, short, and of slim build. 
ORFAIXA could furnish no further description of the individual. 
At the time, ORFALEA was of the opinion this Individual was 
the same person he had seen earlier in the evening in the 
Embassy Room and who appeared to be out of place. However* 
he now is not sure that it was the same individual. 

ORFAIXA was shown three pictures of SIRHA>7 SIRHAH, 
and after studying these pictures . stated that the strange 
individual he saw in the Imbassy Room about 11:00 p.a. on the 
night of June 1956, could possibly have been SlRKAlt SIRHAR 
but that he is rather hazy about the natter at this tine end 
cannot be certain.

She was, during the past year a student^ at university 
of California, Santa Barbara (UCSB). During thla past spring, 
she vae Headquarters Manager of the Kennedy for President Head* 
Quarters in isla Vista which is adjacent to the DCSB oaapus. 

on the night of June H, I 968 , she, and others on the 
staff, worlced at the headquarters until about 6:00 P.M. and then 
vent to Los Angeles to Join in the festivities at the Ambassador 
Hotel where Senator KEHHEDV had his headquarters on the fifth 
floor. They arrived at the hotel at approoclmately 10:00 P.M. and 
^vertt to their rooms on the third floor of the hotel. After 
partying awhile, a couple of the girls in the group vent to the 
fifth floor to the KENKEDY headquarters and vhen they came down, 
they heard that Senator KENNEDY was going to leave his room and' 
go to the ballroom on the first floor. 



She, and several others, decided to go to the fifth 
floor where they could get a look at Senator KENNEDY. They took 
the elevator and when they arrived at the fifth floor and the 
doors opened, a rush of reporters Into the elevator kept them 
from getting off. The reporters said that Senator KENNEDY had 
gone down to the main floor so they stayed on the elevator and 
went to the first floor. They then learned that Senator KENNEDY 
had gone into the Embassy Room at the hotel to greet the crowd. 

On the elevator she met DICK FRICK another member of the Isla 
Vista group of workers. FRICK had a press pass and he went into 
the Embassy Room with the press. She was not allowed in tiie room 
aa she did not have a pass. 

Hlee SCHULTE atated that she was on crutches from a 
recent leg operation and did not want to get into the press of 
the crowd as she had very poor balance and she was afraid of 
getting knocked down and crushed. At the door of the Embassy 
Room she saw State Senator BEILSKfOK and Ills wife* She recognised 
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them ae she had met them before. They also could not gat In 
the Embassy AooQi however, the security guard on the door ti^d - 
them of another Kiay into the room. This way was through the 
back way and through a pantrv apparently SMnewhere near the 
kitchen. She asked BLILEKSOH if she could tag aloncTwlth hla 
and his wife. 

^ She followed BElLENSON into the pantry and throu^ a 
door into the Embasay Room, which put them into the room about 
four to five feet from the stage. There was a tremendous crowd 
in the room and after listening to Senator KENKEDf apeak she 
decided that she should get out of the way before he left and 
the crowd knocked her do;m. She then left the roca and took a 
position where she thought she would be able to see Kr. KENNEDY 
and still be out of the middle of the crowd. She felt that he 
would leave from the front of the stage and pass through two 
lines of volunteer workers who appeared to be forming a passage- 
way for him. 

She left the room and went into one of the small rooms 
Just off the stage entrance. In a few moments she saw Kr. XENNEEY 
about three to four feet frcan her. Re apparentlyhad left the at age 
by a different route than had been planned. Hr. XEKNEinr was 
leaving the Embassy Room via the back way, idilch was the way she 
came Into the room. 

While Mr. KENNEEY was leavlne the room, he was talking 
and shaking hands and she 'tagged along* In the crowd behind. She 
was about four to five feet from Mr. KENKETY when ahe saw him . 
turn to either greet or shake hands with a group of Idtohco 
worlcers who were lined against the wall of the corridor. At 
almost the same time ahe saw a gun in the hands of a man Who 
eeemed to be reaching toward Hr. and pointing the gun at 

him. She noted that it was a small gun, black in color, and 
with a very short barrel. She thought at first it was a toy and 
then she heard what she later learned were shots * She still 
did not realize idiat was happening. She aaw the gun and the aan 
holding it and he seemed to Iceep shooting and ahooting. She was^' 
not sure how many ahots she heard but felt there must have been . 
at least six. She then realised there was ahooting and felt tlmt 
someone was going to shoot everyone in the room. It appeared 
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htr that' the nut with the gvm waa reaching over eooeoine to 
point the guHj but she does not recall anyone in front of the 
nan.

At about this time she was knocked down by the rush 
of the crowd and could not get up.

At that time, BEAK wae teaching three diff- 
erent anthropology autjecte and introductory coeiology, and 
believsa that SXRKAK may have been a student in hia ^sociology ' 
Claes, but le not aure of this. 



He recalls SIRHAN as a pleasant, polite, reliable, 
good student, who dressed neatly ei^d who got along with other 
students except on two occasions when he exhibited emotional 
outbursts during discussions with other students on the Zsraeli- 
Arab conflict. 



It was hla policy In teaching the (hiltural AnthrapolciT^ . 
class to call on various students to prepare and give oral 
reports In class on the culture of their nationality. At his 
request, 5IRHAN gave an informal report to the class on Arable 
culture* £XF«HAN discussed Pan-Arabianiem, which he described 
as a joining together of all Arabic nations into a dominant 
cultural and political block which will become a major political 
power In the Near Bast. K<^ .described this cultural and pollticsl 
block of nations as overriding all their political boundaries 
into one Integral unity. BJAH had never looked at the Arabic 
culture previously as a political force, and to him it was some- 
what frightening to see the potential intense drive of this 
political fantastic force as related by SIRHAN* All of SIRHAN 'e 
thinlcing In his report i/as in the terms of ?an-Arabianlam, Pan 
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meaning "all" the Arabic nations Including Northern Africa* 

'^gypt* Turkey* and others joining together Into one great force. 
SIRHAK became very' emotional during his report, and when an 
Anerlcan- Jewish student in class either asked EIRHAN a con- 
troversial question or made a negative remark about the Arabs' 
Involvement In the current conflict with lerael, EIRHAN beeamc 
emotional, almost to the point of violence. The emotional 
etuptlon between SIRHAN and this student almost developed Into 
a fist fight which argument was stopped by BCAN. 

nther after this Incident or on another occasion 
a short time later, SIRHAK agsln became involved In a very 
heated discussion in the hall at school with a student on 
the Arab-Moslem-Ieraeli conflict. EIRHAN exhibited an almost 
uncontrollable temper in defense of Arab national unity. 

EIRHAN did not associate with other atudenta frOBi 
the N<Lar raet, most of '-ihom were from Iran. These students were 
'party boys*' and not good students. EIRHAN was a good student 
and did his assignments well, but probably would not be classified 
as an "A" student. The other Near last students tried to connive 
their Professors Into getting good grades and always had excuaes 
for falling to do their class work. 

There was an active New Left group at Pasadena City 
College, Pasadena, California, including a U. » . B. DuBois Club 
end Etudents For a Democratic Society* To hie knowledge, 

SIRHAK had nothing to do ^flth either of these groups, and 
was never active in their rallies or demonstrations. 

On two occasions in 1963 $ after EIRHAN had left 
Pasadena City College, he stopped in to aee BEAN at school. 

On one occasion, he had lunch with him and on another occasion, 
had dinner with him* 3 ~AN at the time was teaching night school 
and believes on both occasions, SIRHAK stopped In to see him

The night former Senator R0B:KT P. K KN'Kf was shot 
in Loe Angeles, California, BriAK was watching television and 
recognized SIHHAK as the accused assassin. VRien he saw that 
SIRHAN tjas involved, his mind immediately reflected upon what 
had occurred in his classroom when SIRHAK was giving a report 
and he became very emotional in his thinking on Arab unity, 
mien SIRHAK was not emotionally disturbed, he had a very 
pleasant personality and got along nicely with other students. 
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The SiudentB for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it 
ia known todays came into being at a founding convention held 
at Port Huron> Klchigan, in June^ 19^2. The SDS is an asaociatlon 
of young people on the left and has a current program of pro- 
testing the drafts -promoting a campaign for youth to develop 
a conscientious objector status > denouncing United States 
intervention in the war in Vietnam and to *^radlcally transform" 
the university community, and provide for its complete control 
by students. Gus Hall, General Secretary, Communist Party, USA, 
when Interviewed by a representative of United Press International 
in San Francisco, California, on May 19^5, described the 
SDS as a part of the "responsible left" which the Party has 
"going for us"« At the Jxine, 19^3> SDS Rational Convention, 
an anticommunist proviso was removed from the SDS constitution.
